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LABORATORY DIAGNOSIS ENCEPHALITIS 


LENNETTE, M.D., Virus Laboratory, Division Laboratories 


The absence lack distinguishing clinical char- 
acteristics certain affections the central nervous 
system makes difficult, and frequently impossible, 
arrive definitive diagnosis grounds 
alone, and the aid certain laboratory procedures 
required resolve the etiology. 


Thus, clinical diagnosis infection with the 
viruses Western equine encephalomyelitis St. 
Louis encephalitis requires differentiation from other 
virus infections such, for example, anterior polio- 
myelitis, choriomeningitis, mumps, menin- 
goencephalitis and herpes encephalitis, and the ruling 
non-viral, etiology von Economo’s disease, aseptic 
meningitis (Wallgren), toxoplasmosis, tuberculous 
meningitis, early purulent meningitis, typhoid, syph- 
ilis, ete. Examination—chemical, bacteriologic, sero- 
logie and for cellular content and type—of the spinal 
fluid assists differentiating eliminating some 
these conditions but the residua the final diagnosis 
rests identification the casual agent specific 
biological tests. 


Conclusive evidence infection with virus lies 
the isolation and identification the virus. How- 
ever, except cases with fatal termination, this 
not feasible infections with the West- 
ern equine and St. Louis encephalitis viruses since the 
former has only rarely, and the latter never, been 
encountered the blood cerebrospinal fluid. 


SERUM-NEUTRALIZATION TEST 


specific diagnosis infection with these viruses, 
therefore, usually made, confirmed, the 
so-called serum-neutralization test, which the serum 


examined for the presence antibodies which neu- 
tralize, nullify, the infectivity the virus for 
animals, this case the mouse. The 
serum tested mixed with the appropriate 
amounts virus and inoculated into mice, and the 
presence absence neutralizing antibodies 
survival death the animals over 
10-14 day observation period.

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TWO SERUM SPECIMENS NECESSARY 


Two specimens serum are necessary. The first 
should taken soon possible after onset the 
illness, when the diagnosis first suspected, the 
second 14-21 more days after the first. 


Two serum specimens are required because the 
laboratory diagnosis depends upon the demonstration 
the appearance neutralizing antibodies 
increase their titer. Thus, the acute- 
early-phase serum devoid antibodies, but these 
are present the convalescent- later-phase serum, 
one may conclude that they arose result 
tion with the corresponding virus. antibodies are 
present the early-phase serum, diagnosis 
tion with the virus question possible only 
ean shown that the antibody titer the late-phase 
specimen greater than that the early-phase speci- 
men, that the patient’s antibody titer has been 
increasing during the course the illness. should 
noted here that the latter situation more fre- 
quently encountered the laboratory than the 
former. Antibodies may appear early one week 
after onset the illness and hence may already 
present when the patient first seeks medical attention 
when the true nature the illness first suspected 
the physician. Knowledge the interval between 
onset the illness and the time drawing the blood 
specimens valuable the laboratory since indi- 
eates the type neutralization test which should 
done and obviates the repeated testing often required 
the absence such information. Even under opti- 
mal the time factors associated with 
collection and examination the sera are such that 
the laboratory diagnosis is, necessity, retrospective, 
but undue delay avoided, the date onset 
the illness should always given. 


positive diagnosis can not made from single 
convalescent serum specimen. antibodies are absent 
such specimen, infection with the corresponding 
virus can ruled out, but the converse does not hold. 
some areas high per cent the normal 
population has antibodies the Western equine virus, 
and others over per cent the normal popula- 
tion has antibodies the St. Louis virus. 


That the etiology the viral encephalitides Cali- 
fornia may more diverse than hitherto suspected, 
possible. (See California’s Health, May 31, 1945.) 


Approximately per cent sera submitted from 
suspected encephalitis are found possess 
antibodies either the Western equine St. Louis 
viruses. While certain proportion these cases 
may represent conditions clinically indistinguishable 
from the virus encephalitides, and mistaken for them, 
not inconceivable that another proportion may 


due known viruses whose presence this 
tion the country has not been detected, perhaps 
even virus viruses yet unknown. Resolution 
the etiology the encephalitides occurring Cali- 
fornia requires that neural tissue from every case 
possible fatal encephalitis examined for the 
presence virus. 


OPINION THE ATTORNEY GENERAL 
QUESTIONS RELATING THE 
TUBERCULOSIS SUBSIDY 


recent opinion the Attorney General clarifies 
questions relating the awarding the tuberculosis 
subsidy, particularly cities and counties which 
not maintain sanatoria. The opinion was given 
response inquiry from the State Department 
Public Health and quoted below. 


the Health and Safety Code material 
this opinion are follows: 


Each city, county, group counties 
may establish and maintain tuberculosis ward 
hospital for the treatment persons suffering from 
Each city, county group counties 
that establishes and maintains ward 
hospital shall receive from the State the sum seven 
dollars ($7) per week for each person suffering from 
tuberculosis, cared for therein public expense (or 
cared for private hospitals sanatoriums 
contract with the who unable pay for 
his support and who has relative legally liable and 
financially able pay for his support and who has 
been bona fide resident the State for one year; 
except that the city, county, group counties 
not entitled receive this State aid unless the tuber- 
culosis ward, sanatorium hospital conforms the 
regulations and approved the Bureau 
Tuberculosis.’ 


Each city, county, group counties 
that establishes and maintains tuberculosis ward 
hospital shall receive from the State the sum provided 
Section 3300 this code for each person suffering 
from tuberculosis, cared for public expense, 
private hospitals sanatoriums under contract with 
the city, county group counties, who unable 
pay for his support and who has relative legally 
liable and financially able pay for his support and 
who has been bona fide resident the State for one 
year; except that the city, county, group coun- 
not entitled receive this State aid unless the 
tuberculosis ward, hospital sanatorium conforms 
the regulations and approved the Bureau 
Tuberculosis.’ 


Counties may contract for the care and 
treatment tuberculosis patients through their boards 
supervisors, after consultation with the State 
Department Public Health, with cities, counties, 
groups counties, who maintain tuberculosis ward 
hospital for the treatment persons suffering from 
tuberculosis, which conforms the regulations of, 


om 
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and approved by, the State Department Public 
Health, and may receive from the State the tuber- 
culosis subsidy provided the Health and Safety 
Code. 

only statutory provisions authorizing the pay- 
ment State subsidy cities, counties, groups 
counties for the care tubercular persons prior 
the 1945 amendments were found Section 3300. 
Pursuant the provisions this section, prior the 
1945 amendments, the then State subsidy per 
week for the care tubercular persons was only avail- 
able those cities, counties, groups counties 
that had established and maintained wards 
hospitals for the treatment persons suffering 
from (BS5272.) 


have been material changes Section 
3300 since its enactment (1915 Stats., Ch. 766, 1530), 
far this opinion concerned, until the 1945 
amendments. (1945 Ch. 1447.) The 1945 
amendments Section 3300 have been underscored 
above set forth.

‘‘The purpose and intent the Legislature 
amending and enacting the above sections which 
have set forth was eliminate the above enumerated 
conditions. The added phrase provided Section 
3300 the amendment did not detract from the prev- 
ious section but added further condition allowing 
the payment State subsidy. This condition not 
dependent upon the county establishing tubercular 
wards hospitals, but the county which contracts 
with private hospital sanatorium for the care 
its indigent persons entitled the State 
subsidy per week for each such person suffering 
from tuberculosis cared for public expense such 
private sanatorium hospital. This, opinion, 
eliminates the first enumerated condition.

SAN FRANCISCO CITY CLINIC 


report entitled, Experiment the Psychiatric 
Treatment Promiscuous Girls, covering the program 
condueted the Service the San Fran- 
cisco City from January, 1943, June, 1944, 
has been published recently the United States Pub- 
lie Health Service.

demonstration the application psychother- 
apy and case work problems wartime 
venereal disease control has been undertaken the 
Psychiatrie Service the San Francisco City 
This project was set cooperative experiment 
under the auspices the United States Health 
Service, the California State Department 
Health, and the City and County San Francisco 
Department Health, providing for research 
and treatment promiscuous girls 
tion with venereal disease 

The chief objectives the service were determine 
the personality and environmental factors that moti- 
vated the promiscous behavior the girls referred and 
determine what extent treatment 
might effective assisting them make 
ory adjustments, thus removing the likelihood their 
behavior leading the dissemination venereal dis- 
ease. The project was set preventive measure 
venereal disease control through social redirection. 

The study was primarily clinical investigation 
from psychiatric, social, and psychological 
approaches. Social histories were all 
patients. examinations were conducted 
routinely. Psychological studies 
gence testing and Rorschach investigations were done 
selected patients. 

could used objectively, arbitrary criterion was 
set up. The period time considered was the six 
months immediately preceding registration the serv- 
ice. Promiscuous patients included married women 
who had engaged any extramarital sexual relations 
within that period and single women who had had 
sexual relations with more than one man with one 
man more than twice within the same period. Pros- 
titutes were not included. 


analysis was made 365 female patients, 
whom 287 were classified promiscuous and 
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potentially so. Eighty per cent were White, the 
remainder chiefly Negro. The average age was 20. 


Referral patients the service was chiefly from 
the venereal disease clinic, although other community 
agencies referred limited number. Female patients 
the who were years age younger 
were referred routinely, and those over who were 
considered member the medical nursing 
staff the clinic need service were admitted 
special referral. The attendance the patients 


the Service was voluntary. 


extensive descriptive and historical work-up 
both social and personal factors was made 
for each patient determine whether some distin- 
guishing characteristics might found for promiscu- 
ous women. single factor was found which would 
itself either denote promiscuity exclude it, but 
rather etiology was found. 
tory familial relationships, often marked broken 
homes, and unstable interpersonal relationships were 
among the factors which, while not predetermin- 
ing promiscuity, frequently enough sug- 
gest direct relationship behavior. 
Sex instruction which the patient had received was 
usually being inadequate and unscien- 
Conflicts various types with reference sex 
were seen majority patients. Uneven develop- 
ment physical, emotional, and social maturity within 
the individual patients was usually noted. The 
rence tendencies was frequent and there 
were suggestions that promiscuity might considered 
neurotic equivalent some cases. Environ- 
mental factors such unsatisfactory living condi- 
tions, the absence community ties, and the making 
casual friendships were often found have con- 
tributed the promiscuous behavior. 


Slightly more than one-half the promiscuous 
patients were found habitually so. addition, 
there were groups who had sexual relations sus- 
tained affectional basis basis. Some 
patients could not classified the degree 
promiscuity. 

Among those who were habitually promiscuous, 
one-half fell into the conflictual group, whose promis- 
was the result conflicts which 
were often the sexual area. Nearly one-fifth were 
the dependent group, whose promiscuity was 
outgrowth immaturity and undue reliance others. 
Another one-fifth were the maladapted group, 
whose sexual behavior was just one example the 
activities which are characteristic the unstable 
patient who lacks social responsibility 
restraint. small percentage fell into the noncon- 
flictual group, whose promiscuity seemed present 


conflicts within the patient between her and her 
social group. 

The response the patients the service offered 
varied. significant differences were found 
the use service the basis age. general, 
the proportion patients who took advantage the 
services increased the intelligence level rose. When 
groups patients similar intelligence the dif- 
ferent racial classifications were compared, signifi- 
differences the use service were apparent. 
Approximately one-sixth the patients availed them- 
selves intensive, prolonged treatment. addi- 
tional one-half the patients utilized consultative 
service. Slightly more than one-third were not inter- 
ested service. 

Changes observed patients during the course 
treatment suggested that they had benefited from the 
services given and particular had reduced their 
promiscuity. Only per cent the patients given 
service could followed after six 
months. The number was too few for conclusive 
tions, but among those successfully followed up, 
per cent were less promiscuous and per cent had 
entirely ceased sexual relations outside marriage. 

The experience this project indicates that, for 
the greater part, services can used this group 
patients only they are readily available direct 
connection with the venereal disease clinic. The asso- 
ciation the Psychiatric Service with venereal dis- 
ease clinic thus provided unique opportunity reach 
patients who not otherwise avail themselves the 
services community agencies, fact group 
are not reached other agencies. particular 
importance has been the availability service 
patients meeting the emotional experience asso- 
ciated with venereal disease time when anxiety 
has been aroused the presence probability 
venereal disease. 

was concluded that facilities can 
used advantageously connection with venereal 
disease decrease, modify, eliminate promis- 
and resultant venereal disease among suitable 
group female patients who have been carefully 
selected and who voluntarily make use treatment 
service. addition was that psychi- 
atric treatment should made available promis- 
cuous male patients who are need counseling. 


Fifty per cent all patients with poliomyelitis 
make complete recovery, per cent are left with 
mild weakness, per cent have permanent handi- 
and only per cent die the disease.

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LOCAL REGISTRATION PERSONS 
ENGAGED CLEANING CESSPOOLS 
AND SEPTIC TANKS 


Following numerous violations sanitary laws 
men engaged cleaning cesspools and septic tanks, 
the State Legislature enacted Chapter 1015, Acts 
1945, which provides for annual registrations with 
local health departments all persons engaged 
this business. 

The registrations are renewable each year but are 
revokable any time. Persons who engage the 
business cleaning cesspools and tanks with- 
out being registered the area which they work 
are subject prosecution. 

Administrative procedures for the enforcement 
the act, which became effective September 15th, 
have been worked out the State Department Pub- 
Health and local health departments. Applica- 
tions and registrations are forms prepared the 
State department. Although registration definitely 
local basis, obviously important that proce- 
dures follow the same pattern all localities and that 
the program works uniformly throughout the State. 

Registrations are issued only after the local health 
department ascertains that the equipment used and 
the place and manner disposal are satisfactory, that 
the operator familiar with sanitary laws and prac- 
tices and that his record and reputation justify his 
registration. Among other things, the capacity 
tanks used for hauling the cleanings taken into 
consideration. Local sealers weights and measures 
are cooperating with health departments this matter.

HOME ACCIDENTS OUTNUMBER WAR 
CASUALTIES 


Accidents the home front took greater toll 
the number killed and injured than war casualties 
during the period the attack Pearl Harbor 
December 1941, V-J Day August 14, 1945. 

According released the National 
Safety Council, total war casualties the Army and 
Navy were 1,070,524 261,608 killed 651,911 
wounded 32,811 missing; and 124,194 prisoners.
